Washington, D. C., April 4.—(By 
Constitution Leased Wire.)—That 
the existing cotton crisis, with more 
than 50 per cent of the 1920-21 crop 
ynsold and unsalable, even at pres- 
ent prices, is a national problem 
and not sectional, as many have es- 
sayed to believe; and that the bank- 
ers of the south’s cotton belt only 
seek co-operative help from avail- 
able government sources because it 
is a crying national, if not, indeed, 
an international, problem, was the 
ringing statement of Robert F. 
Meddox, president of the Atlanta 
National bank, at the conference of 
a representative group of southern 
bankers with the directors of the 
war finance corporation here to- 


day. Mr. Maddox's statement brought 


the conferees to their feet and re? 
ceived not only the Nearty approval 
ef Chairman Myers, but .of Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Mellon, Sec- 
retary of Commerce Hoover, Gove- 
ernor Harding, of the Federal Re- 
serve system, and other heads of 
interested organizations agencies. 


The organization of a heavily 
capitalized cotton pooling bank to 
function under the provisions of the 
Webb-Pomerene act, and to co-or- 
dinate with the Federal Interna- 
tional bank of New Orleans, recent- 
ly organized under the Esch act, and 
with the re-established war ‘finance 
corporation, the three institutions 
working in a united purpose to fi- 
mance the exportation of cotton, was 
tentatively agreed upon at the ex- 
ecutive conference this afternoon. 


To Export Million Bales. 


This is the plan for federal co- 
operation in financing European 
purchasers of American cotton sus- 
gested by Secretary of Commerce 
Hoover, in the proposed pooling of 
a million bales of the present hold- 
over crop for exportation to over 
seas buyers who are now in the 
market for that and even greater 
quantities of the raw product, but 
are unable to buy because of the 
complete lack of credit facilities. 
The three organizations will work 
as a composite organization to fi- 
nance cotton exportations for a 
period long enough to permit the 
turn-over of the manufactured prad- 
ucts on which proper securities will 
be taken. 

It is then believed that this na- 
tion will not only secure the main 
purpose of lifting her principal ex- 
port product from its present de- 
pression, but assist radcially the 
war ridden nations of Europe to 
renabil: tate, thus promoting a dou-

Machine Totally Wrecked. 

The machine was totally wreek- 
ed, and bits of machinery were aft- 
erwards found nearly 100 feet away. 
Owing to its momentum, the train 
did not stop before- reaching Mc- 
Call’s.ecressing, about 300 #£=yards 
rearer Atlanta than the point 
where the car was demolished.

City council, after a long and

Barrett, young attorney, as police

The hottest fight centered about 
the tax question. Atlanta’s tax rate 
will be $1.37% on the $100 this year, 
instead of $1.70. under the emergen- 
Cy rate, in effect until Monday.

$100, won a margin of 7 Votes, 
the ballot being 19 to 12.

Production Must Drop. 


That unless production is cur- 
tailed at least to between 7,000,000 
and 8,000,009 bales as a maximum 
during 1921-22, the whole nation 
will suffer a disaster that it wiil 
take years to recover from. 

That bankers must not force farm- 
er liquidation at this time, where 
the obligors are satisfactory moral 
and thrifty risks, but must under 
no condition encourage by operat- 
ing loans cotton planting beyond 
90 per cent of normal acreage. 
That food crops in plenty and a 
diversification in other than cotton 
money crops must be forced by the 
bankers by fair and legitimate 
methods. 

That the country is safe and 
sound, the peak of depression hav- 
ing been passed, and that with con- 
Structive farseeing business policies 
of reconstruction the economic fu- 
ture of America is assured in spite 
of the calamity-howler and business 
pessimists. 

. Business Is Safer. 


That business on the present price 
level is much safer than it was on 
the price level a year ago. 

That all of these are dependent, 
however, upon co-operation to the 
ends stressed not only between 
bankers and growers, but between 
the interested groups and the gov- 
ernment, and between the supply 
merchants and fertilizer manufac- 
turers*as well. 

At the rather infofmal open con- 
ference in the forenoon Chaiwman 
Myers, managing director of the 
war finance corporation, expressed 
a keen desire that this agency 
should assist in a tangible plan to, 
move cotton across séas, emphasiz- 
ing the importance of cotton.as a 
factor in the financial life of the 
nation as a whole, it being thé 
most potential commodity entering 
into America’s export trade. , 

Harding Optimistic. 

Governor Harding spoke optimis- 
tically of the situation if the 
southern bankers would move with 
concert of ation in boosting a 
spirit of optimism, and of strength- 
ening confidence by forcing pres- 
ent liquidations, but assume atti- 
tudes of normalcy except as to en- 
couraging over production cone 
sistent with the decreased power 
of consumption and the heavy .car- 
ry-over that is now visible.

HEALTH TALKS

ARE RAW ONIONS GOOD TO EAT? 
Besides wearing bags of noisome 
stuff such as asafetida, camphor or 
iodoform, on one’s’ chest, almost 


any ignorant, superstitious old gran- 
ny will assure you, it is a simple 
matter to keep off germs by eat- 
ing freely of raw onions. ‘There 
is usually a grain of truth under- 
lving these ridiculous superstitions 
of the uneducated, just enough of 
truth to found a huge edifice of 
Pure fancy on. Whereas an intel- 
ligent mind adds two and two to 
make four, an illiterate can just as 
well make six or nineteen of it. 

In a recent issue of “Munchener 
Medizinische Wochenschrift,” pub- 
lished in Munich, E. Wilbrand gives 
the results of some interesting ex- 
periments he has been conducting 
to determine the value of onions 
in the diet. I greatly regret to 
report that Wilbrand has found that 
when we eat raw onion the diges- 
tive process in the stomach is great- 
ly retarded. But I’m not going to 
stop eating ‘em for any such trivial 
reason as that. ; 

Along with the retardation of di- 
gestion in the stomach it appears 
that there is a marked increase in 
the acidity of the gastric juice se- 
creted. Take this for what it is 
worth to you. As for me, I’m glad 
my gastric juice is acid, and I dont 
mind the increase. With the in- 
creased acidity, Wilbrand observes 
also an augmentation in the amount 
of gastric juice secreted under the 
stimulus of raw onions, and these 
effects continue for a considerable 
period after ingesting the onions. 

Wilbrand is no pessimist. That’s 
why I quote his observations here. 
He extols the raw onion as a bless- 
ing. As such I eat it. When one 
eats raw onion one’s food is sub- 
jected to more thorough and pro- 
longed digestion in the stomach, so 
that probably no morsel escapes 
contact with the acid of the gastric 
juice, which acid is the natural ger- 
micide which protects a healthy in- 
dividual from disease germs swal- 
lowed with food. Raw: onion must 
therefore be considered a prophy- 
lactic against intestinal diseases of 
bacterial origin. Typhoid fever is 
one such disease, though I certain- 
ly do not advise any one to use raw 
Onions rather than the typhoid bac- 
terin prophylaxis when in danger 
of exposure to typhoid Infection. 

For like reason raw onions should 
be used freely for their indirect anti- 
Septic effect in cases of intestinal 
disease: in which cases they also 
do good by favoring more thorough 
digestion of food before it leaves 
the stomach, and thus giving the 
‘ntestine needed rest from unneces- 
Sary work. 

Raw onions should be a favorite 
relish of persons actually (not in 
imagination merely) suffering from 
intestinal putrefaction and exces- 
sive fermentation.

Good Advice From 
Farmer Tate, of Elbert 


Editor Constitution: I have read 


your editorial “Getting Back Home” 
with a great deal of interest. 

Life on the farm ought to be made 
attractive enough to overcome the 
dazzle and glamour of the city light, 
with over-driven nerves; and invit- 
ing enough to appeal to youth to 
get out into God’s open country, 
close to nature, and sane living 
conditions, with less nerve tension. 

The immortal Grady, in a speech 
in Elberton long years ago, paint- 
ed a word picture—a gem from his 
great heart—in which he pictured 
the independent, debt-free, sane- 
living, contented nobleman spend- 
ing his days in peace, in plenty on 
a Georgia farm. 

Of course, the very first princi- 
ples of farm practice should be to 
live under one’s own vine and fig 
tree that produce food stuffs at 
home. 

No anaemic moonshine prepared 
foods can compare to a sure enough 
country dinner, and our soil and 
sun will provide a king’s diet if 
we will. : 

We have, without doubt, employed 
a suicidal policy in buying food 
and feed stuffs.. Economy and 
thrift are likewise applicable to the 
farms as well as all other avoca- 
tions. 

But to make farm life as attrac- 
tive to the youth of our land, as 
the city lure, it must offer a moneyy 
return that will buy at least some 
of the attractions that the city 
gives. Good business methods on 
the farm and a square deal in the 
political fabric are necessary. For 
the farmer to havé right conditions 
he must not only use good busi- 
ness tn producing his crops, for he 
might do this and still be the “goat” 
—he must also employ business in 
selling his products. 

It is estimated by good authority 
that the American farmer gets 
about 30 per cent of‘the consumer’s 
dollar; the Denmark farmer gets 90 
per cent. Why the difference? 
The Denmark farmer has been prac- 
ticing co-operative salesmanship for 
over 60 years. The American farm- 
er acts individually, and has no 
voice in the price of his product. 
The ohe is good business, the other 
is imbecility. 

The movement to set up co-opera- 
tive machines for the marketing 
of farm crops, accentuated by the 
present unbearable conditions, is 
sweeping over the whole country. 
It means, in its essence, that the 
farmer is going to apply business 
to the selling as well as the pro- 
ducing end... 

The cotton marketing movement 
in Georgia seems to be gathering 
added momentum all the time and 


will probably result in a state or- 
ganization at the April 12 conven- 
tion of cotton growers in Atlanta. 

This marketing idea cannot but 
result in rendering farm life in 
Georgia and the south more attrac- 
tive. 

It is notorious that the cotton 
farmer has _ suffered extremely 
through the operation of a faulty 
and unjust marketing system. The 
signs of the times indicate that the 
tide in the affairs of the cotton 
grower is at its flood for the in- 
Stitution of a more equable sys- 
tem. It is just the question of 
how soon “Uncle Reuben” will wake 
up en masse and get busy on busi- 
ness selling.

BOND VALIDATION 
ORDER 1S REVOKED 


Walter R. Brown Given 
Right to Intervene and 
Contest Will Be Heard 
on April 15. 


A contest over the validation of 
the $8,850,000 municipal bond issue, 
approved by the citizens March 8 in 
@ special election, has been set for 
hearing April 15, in the superior 
court. In the same order signed by 
Judge George L. Bell Monday morn- 
ing allowing Walter R. Brown 
attorney, to file an initervetnion, 
the order of March 16, under which 
the bond issue was validated, was 
revoked. 

The court overruled the demurrer 
of the city of Atlanta, in which the 
latter contended that Mr. Brown had 
no right to intervene. Judge Bell 
allowed the intervention on the 
grounds that the taxpayers had not 
been given sufficient notice of the 
proceedings to validate. 

The city of Atlanta is represented 
by City Attorney James L. Mayson 
and Jesse M. Wood, while Mr. 
Brown is reprsented by Attorneys 
R. B. Blackburn and Arthur G. 
Powell,

Mr. Brown also contends that the 
bond election was ordered without 
legal authority by the city; that the 
registration for the election was il- 
legal, and that the method of ascer- 
taining the registered vote was not 
shown in the petition to validate, 
and that the petition did not show 
how the vote was tabulated, consol- 
idated or declarea. 

The validation of the bonds was 
set for hearing Saturday, March 26. 
Judge Bell signed the order of vali- 
dation, holding it regular and legal. 
Mr. Brown reached the courthouse 
to file an intervention a few min- 
uaes after the order had _ been 
signed. Judge Bell then cited the 
city attorney to show cause why 
Mr. Brown should not be permitted 
to intervene, and why the original 
order should not be revoked. 

Hearing Starts. 

The hearing on this order started 

last week and was concluded Mon- 


day morning. The court decided that 
sufficient notice had not been given 
that the bonds were to be validated. 

Judge Bell’s order of revocation. 
and allowance of the intervention 
follows: 

“Upon considering the motion 
and application of Walter R. Brown 
to open and vacate the judgment of 
validation rendered in this case, it 
is ordered and adjudged that the 
motion is granted, and said judg- 
ment is opened and vacated and that 
said Walter R. Brown is allowed 
to intervene and is made a party 
of said Walter R. Brown tendered 
in opposition to validation of said 
bond: be filed. Ordered further that 
the matter of validation of said 
bonds be set down to be heard 
on April 15, at 9:30 o'clock a. m.”

STRICT OBEDIENGE 
T0 LAW 1S URGED 


A., B. & A. Men Are Told 
by General Chairmen 
Not to Interfere With 
the Handling of Freight. 


There were no announcements of 
importance from either side of the 
A. B. & A. strike Monday. 

Following a meeting of several 
hundred general chairmen, repre- 
senting practically all the union em- 
ployees of the railroads in the 
southeast, which was held in the 
Piedmont hotel Sunday, the broth- 
erhood men declared Monday that 
there was nothing to give out, fur- 
ther than that as a result of the 
meeting instructions had been sent 
out to various unions and Drother- 
hoods to adhere strictly to the fed- 
eral law coVering the handling of 
freight shipments. The men were 
further instructed to reffain from 
performing any personal service for 
the line on which a strike is being 
waged. 

Statement for Men, 

In speaking of the meeting of the 
genera] chairmen, Val Fitzpatrick, 
leader of the strike forces, said 
Monday: 

“The federal law requires rail- 
roads to accept whatever freight is 
offered to them by competing lines 
and shippers, and this being the 
case, it was decided by the gath- 
ering of general chairmen Sunday 
that it would be unlawful! for any- 
one to Interfere with the handling 
of such freight.” 

With reference to the meeting of 
the general chairmen, Mr. Fitzpat- 
rick declared that it was held for 
the purpose of affecting a perfect 
agreement between the brotherhood 
men of other railroads. 

Mr. Fitzpatrick declared that his 
leadership of the strike forces in 


the A., B. & A. strike had been 
productive of many threatening let- 
ters that have come to him, some 
of which have been signed, but most 
of them being anonymous. 

Will Pay Reward. 

“Up to date,” he declared, “l have 
had five of these letters, and | wish 
it understood that I am willing to 
pay $100 reward for the right names 
of the authors of these missives.”

Greek Report Admits 
Halt in the Eski-Shehr 
Fight, But Denies En- 
emy Pursuit. 


Constantinople, April 4. — The 
Greek official communication of 
April 3 admits that operations on 
the Eski-Shehr front have been 
halted, but declares that the enemy 
is not pursuing. 

The Turkish communique of the 
same date says: 

“Adabasar has been recaptured; 
the Greeks retreated to Ismid, Turk- 
ish cavalry pursuing. 

“We destroyed two divisions, tak- 
ing thousands of prisoners and flags. 
The Greeks burned Buyuk.” 

It is reported that the Turks 
have récaptured Afium-Karahissar 
and also a Greek division there. 


GREEK PRINCE 
REPORTED SLAIN. 

London, April 4.—Prince Andreas 
of Greece, brother of King Constan- 
tine, has died from wounds received 
in fighting near Brusa, says aCon- 
stantinople dispatch to the Even- 
ing News, quoting a Turkish an- 
nouncement. The Turks also assert 
that General Vlachapoulos, who was 
in eommand of the Greek attack 
against the Turkish nationalists on 
the Brusa front, has been killed in 
action. 


Prince Andreas of Greece was the 
third son of the late King George. | 
He was born in Athens on January 
20. 1882. and served in the Greek 
army during the Balkan war of 
1912. Following the flight of King 
Constantine from Greece in 1917, 
it was ereported he aspired to the 
throne. but this move was reported 
to have been blocked by M. Veni- 
zelos, then premier of Greece. Fol- 
lowing the return to Athens of Con- 
Stantine, Prince Andreas was ap 
pointed a generai in the Greek 
army, and late last month was said 
to be in command of a division at 
the front. He was’ married to 
Princess Alice of Battenberg on. Oc- 
tober 7, 1903.

German Note to U. S. 
On War Reparations 
And American Reply 


Washington, D. C. April 4.— 
The American memorandum sent 
by Secretary of State Hughes in re- 
Ply to the unofficial German com- 
munication, and dated March 29, is 
as follows: 


“The American government is 
pleased to note in the informal 
memorandum of Dr. Simons the 
unequivocal expression on the 
part of the German government 
of its desire to afford repara- 
tion up to the limit of German 
ability to pay. This govern- 
ment stands with the govern- 
ments of the allies in holding 
Germany responsible for the war 
and, therefore, morally bound to 
make reparation, so far as may 
be possible. 

“The recognition of this obli- 
gation, implied in the memoran- 
dum of Dr. Simons, seems to the 
government of the United States 
the only sound basis on which 
can be built a firm and just 
peace under which the various 
nations of Europe can achieve 
once more economic independ- 
ence and stability. This gov- 
ernment believes that it recog- 
nizes in the memorandum of Dr. 
Simons a sincere desire on the 
part of the German government 
to reopen negotiations with the 
allies on a new basis and hopes 
that such negotiations, once re- 
sumed, may lead to a prompt 
settlement, which will at the 
same time satisfy the just 
claims of the allies and permit 
Germany hopefully to renew its 
productive activities.” 

German Memorandum. 
Following is a paraphrase pre- 
pared by the state department, 
the memorandum, given to 
Dresel by Dr. Simons: 

“It is the earnest desire of 
the government of Germany to 
reach an accord with the gov- 
ernments of the allied associ- 
ated powers, and it is sincere in 
its purpose to meet their re- 
quirements as far as possible. 
That an agreement was not 
reached at the conference of

For the 
immediate rehabilitation of these 
devastated regions, Germany 
has repeatedly proffered labor, 
technical advice and material 
assistance. These offers have 
not been accepted, nor have 
they even reached the point of 
diplomatic exchange. The rea- 
son is not far to seek. 

“Peculiar though it may 
seem, there exists in France only 
a limited degree of concern for 
the rehabilitation of the devas- 
tated regions. Advanced in- 
demnities have been given to 
the former occupants of the soil, 
and these occupants have re- 
moved to other parts of the 
country and taken up their 
abode there. The salvaging of 
the abandoned war materials 
and the cleaning wp of the war 
areas has been undertaken Dy 
influential groups of promoters 
who are making no effort to ex- 
pedite the performance of their 
contracts. The fact that influ- 
ential opinion in France sees in 
the devastated region a remark: 
able opportunity for a political 
agitation which will always 
make a deep impression in the 
minds of the people of France 
and on foreigners, has an im- 
portant hearing on the issue. 

Pian New Offer. 

“The German government does 
not desire to see hatred perpet- 
uated between nations. In ac- 
cordance with this purpose, it 
intends to swbmit fresh propos- 
als on this subject to the 
government of France, the de-

if any, Germany may in any 
instance be given to obtain 
credit abroad, because England 
and France are themselves in 
lebt ‘beyond their limit and the 
granting of a credit to Germany 
by a neutral power is blecked 
by the general mortgage. 

“An international loan in fa- 
vor of which the allied and as- 
sociated governments would 
waive their general mortgage. 
constitutes the only solution of 
the problem. The government 
of Germany is prepared to offer 
the necessary securities for the 
safety of such a loan.

“It has béen reiterated by the 
allied and associated govern- 
ments that the situation of Ger- 
many is better than that of 
many of the allied and associ- 
ated countries; due to the fact 
that Germany has no foreign 
debts. Germany would not Le 
unwilling to assume the obliga- 
tion of the interest and the 
amortization of the foreign debts 
of the allied and associated 
powers, within the limit of her 
capacity, should this measure be 
entertained by the allied and as- 
sociated governments and their 
creditors. 

“Germany stands ready to 
meet any proposal which ap- 
Pears feaskble for the solution 
of the economic and financial 
problems of Europe, and would 
invite the examination by un- 
biased experts of its own ability 
to make payment. It is the opin- 
ion of Germany that the heavy 
weight of debt now borne by 
all the states which were par- 
ticipants in the world war, and 
the damages which were 
wrought in the course of that 
war, cannot be laid upon the 
shoulders of a single people: 
Germany believes also that a 
policy of duress and coercion 
would not bring about the re- 
construction of international 
economic life and that only by 
way of peaceful discussion and 
undertaking can such recon- 
struction be obtained. The Ger- 
man government considers it 
important to give, with solemn 
emphasis, the assurance that for 
its part it is honestly willing 
to follow the path which it has 
suggested.”

TROOPS IN STRIKE 


Most Serious Industrial]! 4a 


Crisis of Year in Sight. 
Triple Alliance Debates 
Walkout. 


London, April 4.—The signs to- 
night point to the dispute between 
the coa] miners and the govern- 
ment drifting in the direction of the 
most serious industrial crisis in re- 
cent years. There are rumors that 
the government has decided upon 


certain military steps, which are 
likely still further to inflame the 
miners, while furthtr emergency 
regulations will be issued in ac- 
cordance with orders in council, 
giving the various governmental 
departments almost unlimited pow- 
ers to take possession of inines, 
lands, buildings, works, gas, elec- 
tric and water supplies, horses, food 
and forage, and to requisition all 
kinds of transport, including tram- 
ways and light railways, to close 
porte or harbors, control shipping 
and cargoes, fix prices of coa!] and 
prohibit or regulate the sale and 
supply of motor spirit 

Much may depend.upon the atti- 
tude of the - government, as re- 
vealed by the debate in the house 
of commons tomorrow, and Wed- 
nesday will be the critica] day, de- 
ciding whether the other sections 
of the triple alliance, the railway- 
men and transport workers, will 
strike in support of the miners. 

The railway men strongly favor a 
strike, on the ground that when the 
railways are taken out of govern- 
ment control, a similar situation 
may arise and, unless they support 
the miners now, they cannot expect 
the miners’ support, should they 
need it at that time. 

The anti-zgovernmental press 
openly accuss Premier Lloyd- 
George of trying to maneuver the 
labor party into a. false position, 
whereby he could appeal to the 
country against the labor policy of 
“direct action and  bolshevism.” 
These papers appeal to the labor 
leaders, especially the miners, to 
abandon the extreme policy of 
wrecking the mines by flooding and 
refusing all discussion of the mine- 
owners’ proposals. By their pres- 
ent attitude, the newspapers Say, 
they are only playinginto the pre- 
mier’s hands. 


Premier Seeking 
Strike Solution. 


The British government is most 
anxious to probe every suggestion 
in order to see if a solution of the 
coal strike might be found, the 
prime minister, Mr. Lloyd-George, 
told the house of commons today 
in answer to a question concerning 
the coal crisis. 

The prime minister declared he 
was fully alive to the importance 
of giving every assistance possible 
and said that he hoped within 24 
hours the commons would have an 
opportunity to discuss the question 
fully. This was the only informa- 
tion growing out of the early ses- 
sion of the house today, although 
a debate on the coal strike had been 
expected. 

Meanwhile the labor leaders were 
meeting informally to discuss wheth- 
er the other labor organizations 
should throw in their lot with the 
miners and force the issue. 

The press still is clinging to the 
hope that peace negotiations will 
be instituted in time to prevent a 
general stoppage and solve the min- 
ers’ dispute. 


To Enlist Support 
Of American Labor. 


New York, April 4.—John L. Jones, 
British labor leader, declared in a 
statement issued here today, that 
he intended to enlist support of 
American workers in efforts of 
striking British miners to ‘“na- 
tionalize the mines, placing them 
under the direct control of the 
miners.”’ 

Jones, who is a representative of 
the triple alliance of Great Britain,

Rail Situation — Besler 
Scores Agreements. 


Washington, April 4.—President 
Harding in continuing his inquiry 
into the railroad, situation heard 
today the views of labor which 
were presented to him by A. B. 
Garretson, former head of the Or- 
der of Railway Conductors, and B. 
M. Jewell, president of the railway 
department of the American Feder- 
ation of Labor. 

After their conferences both men 
Said they had discussed the situa- 
tion generally but had received no 
information from the president as 
to his attitude or the policy he 
might have in mind. 

Mr. Harding, they said, told them 
he was seeking information and 
wished to hear all sides of the ques- 
tion. Both Mr. Garretson and Mr. 
Jewell had come to Washington at 
the president’s request and were in 
conference with him at different 
dimes during the afternoon, each 
spending half an hour in his office. 

Mr. Jewell is understood to have 
pressed his contentions, expressed to 
the president last week in a tele- 
Sram, that the war-time wage 
agreement entered into between the 
carriers and their employees had 
not been automatically abrogated 
by the return of the roads to pri- 
vate control. 

Mr. Garretson said he had also 
| discussed the wage question with 
the president in connection with a 
review of all phases of the trans- 
portation question. 

No indication was given at the 
white house today as to whether 


other railroad labor leaders would 
be asked to come to Washington 
to confer with the president. [t 
is expected, however, that some of 
the railroad executives will be 
asked to express their views before 
congress convenes next Monday.

He will, he says, base 
his case upon Manning’s plea that 
he committed the homicides under 
fear of death. 

Mr. Underwood says that the oniy 
question upon which the jury will 
be called upon to pass, will be 
whether or notManning did, in fact, 
kill the other negroes under fear of 
death. 

If they decide that he committed 
the homicides under these circum- 
Stances, Mr. Underwood said, the 
negro will be acquitted of the 
charge against him. 

W. Woods White, an Atlanta capi- 
talist, who is leading the commit- 
tee from Atlantato see that the ne- 
gro iS given a fair trial, states that 
Mr. Underwood will be given local 
counsel to assist him, and that the 
lawyer will announce the name of 
his assistant tomorrow or Wednes- 
day. Mr. Underwood has had sev- 
eral conferences with Manning, who 


will be brought here Tuesday morn- 
ing for the trial. ,

Claims There was Stockade, 

There is now no doubt that a 
stockade existed on the Williams 
farm, and that negroes were made 
to sleep in it at night, according tte 
a statement to The Constitution to- 
night by a federal deputy who led 
the last raid on the farm. He describ- 
er it as a small red house standing 
only a few feet from Huland Wil- 
liams’ home. It was close to this 
building that the body ‘of “Big 
John” was found a week ago Fri- 
day, in the unfinished well. which 
according to Clyde Manning’s con- 
fession, he had been digging, when 
knocked in the head and _=§ buried 
just as he fell. 

Near the stockade was found the 
spade mattock and the blood-stain- 
ed ax, which Manning told the 
posse he had set there after the 
murder and hasty burial, it is 
claimed. The federal agents assert- 
ed that a small house with ane 
door and one window, near the 
home of John Williams had been 
used for similar purposes. Dr. 
Gus Williams stated to e Consti- 
tution last Wednesday that no such 
stockade ever existed on the farm. 
The authorities declared that they 
had evidence that a number of ne- 
groes had been kept there at night, 
and that Clyde Manning kept the 
key to the door and acted as 
guard. “ 


F Urges Federal Probe. 

Washington, April 4.—A depart- 
ment of justice investigation of al- 
leged negro peonage in Jasper -coun- 
ty, Georgia, and other sections of 
the south. was urged upon Presi- 
dent Harding today by. James W. 
Johnson, a negro of New York, who 
is secretary of the National Asso- 
clation for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People. Johnson also asked 
thatthe president recommend leg: 
islation at the special session of con- 
Sress to stop lynching. 


FEDERAL INVESTIGATION 
WILL CONTINUE RAPIDLY. 

The far-reaching investigation of 
the federal grand jury into the al- 
leged peonage conditions in Jas- 
per county will continue just ‘as
